CARE IN FASHIONING BUGLE 


Making of Instrument Used in the 


Army l« a Delicate, Complicated 


Process. 


Prom start to finish, the making of 


an army bugje is a. process of much in- 
genuity and'nterest. A bugle may not 
at. first sight present a striking re- 
Komblance to its cousin. th« coaeh- 
horn. but the one is practically a 
curle.d-up version of the other, for, be- 
fore the bugle is bent into shape, it 
consists of a narrow tube, 51 inches 
long. 


In the first stage, of manufacture 


the bugle is cut out of sheet copper 
and rolled into two thin cylinders, 
technically known as the "bell" and 
the "branch." The narrow tube, which 
is the "bell," is gradually shaped out 
on molds until the opening is the regu- 
lar 4-inch diameter. 
It IB then "spun" 


on a wonderful machine, and an expert 
< 


workman takes the rough edges off the 
copper. 
: 


"Both sections arc afterwards filled 


with molten lead, preparatory to thn ; 
bending stage, and it if* this solid 
RiufHng which prevents thw t.ub«,break- 
ing in the process, and allows it. to 
keep its shape. The expert, workman. 
with tho aid of a formidable lever and 
hammer, bends the bugle into the fa- 
miliar shape, the lead being subse- 
quently melted out at a charcoal fur- 
nace, after which the instrument is j 
sent off to the polishers.

CARING FOR FARM POULTRY 


RBundant Supply of Pure Water, Grit 


and Charcoal Should Be Provided 


for Flock In Summer. 


'By R. O. WEATHER3TONE.) 


During summer wo should provide 


an abundance of pure water, grit and 
charcoal for the farm flock. Keep the 
houses cool at night and well ven- 
tilated at all tnr.es when the. fowls are. 
kept inside. \Vheat, oats and a mash 
feed once a day makes an excellent 
supply of feed 
during the 
warm 


weather. 


Feed no musty and fermented feed. 


A. sourwnash is highly injurious. Sour 
tnilk may be used to moisten the 
mash but no more should be mixed at 
one time than the fowls will clean up 
at one feeding. 


Allow no feeds to accumulate in the 


feed troughs. Feather eating among 
hens is usually prevalent during sum- 
mer. 
In some cases the feathers are 


almost stripped from the neck of the 
birds and the flesh is lacerated with 
the beaks and burned by the sun. 


This habit is invariably caused by 


lack of proper substance in the feed. 
Prevention is better than cure, and 
perfect health and vitality among the 
flock should do this. 


Old hens intended for the market 


should always be sold early before 
they begin to moult or else you will 
bo compelled to feed them three or 
four months before they hava com- 
pleted a new set of plumage and look 
fit to be sold as market poultry. 


I have found nothing better than 


to feed them sparingly v/ith nitro- 
genous feeds until about the first week 
in September and follow this with an

CARE IN FASHIONING BUGLE 


Making of Instrument Used in the 


Army l« a Delicate, Complicated 


Process. 


Prom start to finish, the making of 


an army bugje is a. process of much in- 
genuity and'nterest. A bugle may not 
at. first sight present a striking re- 
Komblance to its cousin. th« coaeh- 
horn. but the one is practically a 
curle.d-up version of the other, for, be- 
fore the bugle is bent into shape, it 
consists of a narrow tube, 51 inches 
long. 


In the first stage, of manufacture 


the bugle is cut out of sheet copper 
and rolled into two thin cylinders, 
technically known as the "bell" and 
the "branch." The narrow tube, which 
is the "bell," is gradually shaped out 
on molds until the opening is the regu- 
lar 4-inch diameter. 
It IB then "spun" 


on a wonderful machine, and an expert 
< 


workman takes the rough edges off the 
copper. 
: 


"Both sections arc afterwards filled 


with molten lead, preparatory to thn ; 
bending stage, and it if* this solid 
RiufHng which prevents thw t.ub«,break- 
ing in the process, and allows it. to 
keep its shape. The expert, workman. 
with tho aid of a formidable lever and 
hammer, bends the bugle into the fa- 
miliar shape, the lead being subse- 
quently melted out at a charcoal fur- 
nace, after which the instrument is j 
sent off to the polishers. 
j 


One of the most intricate parts of j 


tho bugle is the mouthpiece, which is i 
made of nickel silver and turned out 
on a special lathe. With the mouth- 
piece fixed, the instrument is ready j 
for the testing-room.

Add to the 
liquor saved from the boiled beef, a 
pound of cornmeal and cook until the 
meal is well cooked, a half-hour will 
do; then mix with it the meat, season 
well with pepper and salt and cool in 
a. deep dish. When wanted to use, cut 
slices and fry a deep brown. 
This 


will keep some time. 


Potato Pancakes.—Peel and grate 


six potatoes which have stood in 
Mid water to harden. Mix one grated 
onion with the potato, two eggs, a 
naif teaapoonful of baking powder and 
flour to make a thin batter. Fry in 
cakes until a deep brown. 


Macaroni With Mutton.—Brown in 


Butter a few slices of cold mutton and 
irrange them on a platter. Chop half 
in onion, fry in butter and add a cup- 
ful of stock, one cupful of tomato pulp 
with salt and pepper to season; bring 
to the boiling point, add a cupful of 
macaroni, cooked in salted water and 
Irained. 
Stir all together over the 


Are and serve hot, poured around the 
meat, heaped in the center of the 
platter. 


Calf's Liver en Casserole,—Fry until 


;risp an.d brown five slices of bacon, 
,\iid to the hot fat, one dozen potato 
nails, one dozen carrot balls, one stalk 
of celery, diced, and six sliced onions. 
C'ook very slowly for tea minutes. 
.hen pla.ee in the casserole. Wash the 
sliced liver and lay on top of the 
vegetables, add seasonings, a table 
spoonful of kitchen bouquet, covei 
with a pint of boiling water and cooh 
(veil covered for an hour. Do not re 
nove the cover while it is cooking.

CARING FOR FARM POULTRY 


RBundant Supply of Pure Water, Grit 


and Charcoal Should Be Provided 


for Flock In Summer. 


'By R. O. WEATHER3TONE.) 


During summer wo should provide 


an abundance of pure water, grit and 
charcoal for the farm flock. Keep the 
houses cool at night and well ven- 
tilated at all tnr.es when the. fowls are. 
kept inside. \Vheat, oats and a mash 
feed once a day makes an excellent 
supply of feed 
during the 
warm 


weather. 


Feed no musty and fermented feed. 


A. sourwnash is highly injurious. Sour 
tnilk may be used to moisten the 
mash but no more should be mixed at 
one time than the fowls will clean up 
at one feeding. 


Allow no feeds to accumulate in the 


feed troughs. Feather eating among 
hens is usually prevalent during sum- 
mer. 
In some cases the feathers are 


almost stripped from the neck of the 
birds and the flesh is lacerated with 
the beaks and burned by the sun. 


This habit is invariably caused by 


lack of proper substance in the feed. 
Prevention is better than cure, and 
perfect health and vitality among the 
flock should do this. 


Old hens intended for the market 


should always be sold early before 
they begin to moult or else you will 
bo compelled to feed them three or 
four months before they hava com- 
pleted a new set of plumage and look 
fit to be sold as market poultry. 


I have found nothing better than 


to feed them sparingly v/ith nitro- 
genous feeds until about the first week 
in September and follow this with an
